Britannia  Mews

It  took  a  lot  of  independence  and  courage  for 
Adelaide  Culver  io  defy  her  family  by  marrying 
Henry  Lambert,  a  poor  young  artisi;  but  it  took 
even  more  to  face  the  results  brought  about  by  her 
hasty  action. 

She  received  quite  a  shock  when  she  stepped 
from  her  sheltered,  very  conventional  life  in  a 
would-be  fashionable  Victorian  society  to  become 
"Poker-back"  in  Britannia  Mews,  a  slum  thai  once 
housed  the  horses  and  coachmen  of  her  family  and 
their  set. 

In  Britannia  Mews,  Adelaide's  dreams  and  il¬ 
lusions  about  life  were  smashed  little  by  little  ./ 
until  she  was  brought  face  to  face  with  stark  re¬ 
ality.  She  found  that  her  husband  was  not  only  # 
a  hopeless  drunkard,  but  also  a  very  mediocre 
artist,  who  had  never  done  anything  worth  while 
except  make  some  seemingly  useless  puppets. 

The  only  emotion  she  felt  when  she  shoved  him 
to  his  death  was  relief  .  .  .  she  would  be  able  to 
return  home  at  last.  However,  such  was  not  the 
case;  someone  had  seen  her  when  she  pushed 
Henry  Lambert  down  the  stairs.  It  was  Mrs.  Moun- 
sey  ("The  Sow"),  and  Adeaide  was  compelled  to 
remain  in  the  Mews  to  pay  blackmail  money. 

She  was  freed  from  the  evil  clutches  of  "the 
Sow"  by  the  coming  *of  the  second  Mr.  Lambert 
into  her  life.  However,  Adelaide  found  she  had 
grown  away  from  her  former  way  of  life  so  much 
uiat  she-,  could  not  return;  so  she  remained  in 
Britannia  Mews  with  the  second  Mr.  Lambert. 

The  first  Henry  Larmberts  puppets  formed  the 
back-bone  pf  a  very  successful  puppet  theatre  which 
the  Lamberts  ran  in  a  newly  fashionable  Mev^s1 
until  their  quiet  deaths.  .  , 

I  agree  with  Dean  McMahon's  observation  that 
the  first  part  of  the  book  was  writtten  much  bet¬ 
ter  than  the  last. 

The  change  in  Adelaide's  character  after  the 
coming  of  the  second  Mr.  Lambert  was  too  sudden 
therefore  not  realistic. 

Miss  Sharp  begins  to  dismiss  her  characters
